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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see amendment, filed 09/05/2003, with respect to claims 
1 ,3,6,8-12 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The final rejection of 

06/1 1/2003 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,3,6,8-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not disclose a liquid crystal display apparatus 
with a drive circuit area with interconnecting gates of at least pairs of driving 
transistors that are located along zigzag patterns and the gates of the driving 
transistors that are interconnected are located on the first and second straight 
lines and the channel regions of the driving transistors do not overlie the third 
straight line. 

The previously cited prior art does not disclose the above limitations. In 
addition, the teachings of Kawachi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,104,040) also do not 
disclose zigzag patterns in a drive circuit region for a liquid crystal display with 
the driving transistors (Fig. 19).
